QiJiNCEs may be

T h e apple shaped, the pear shaped 
and the Portugal Quinces,' are the 
principal varieties, of which the lat- 
ter 's generally 
preferred.

So long as tbe swine in the nor 
tbern parts of Ohio, to which ray cx 
perience was confined, had the rau^» 
of extensive 
woods, 
and 
derived 
their sustenance in a great measure

acorns, hickory-nuts,

tacked with a paralysis of the poster 
rior extremities, which wae usually

My neighbors as well a» myself, 
were in the habit for many years of 
feeding our fattening hogs with this 
article, for a week or two before the 
time for butchering, in order to ex- 
terminaie this troublesome intruder 
from the kidney fat.

latter years they 
have in a 
f;reat measure 
disappeared; 
how 
these parasitic 
worms find their 
way into the animal system, or how 
ill this instance, a solution of alkali 
can a c t s o a s t o exterminate 
them, 
we are wanting a hypothesis to ex- 
explain. 


The fact that they do frequently 
exist and irritate the lumber nerves 
of swine to such an extent, as often 
to induce perfect paralysis, does not 
admit of a doubt. 
That 
paralysitj 
is occasionally produced 
by other 
causes; as it probably was in the in- 
instance alluded to by the editor of 
the Southern 
Cultivator, 
We are 
prepared to believe.

Worm, as the only sensible course to 
be taken as it will save further troub 
le and expense! 


This we must say, is very inccn- 
aiderate advice—let our readers ilo 
uo such thing, but let them try the 
remedy given above, and our word 
for it, their hogs will get well.

6.1819, on the following resolution, submit 
ted by Mr. Johnson of Tergioia, viz: 


••Resolved, That the eoroaittee on tbe 
Judiciary be instructed to report a bill to re 
peal tbe Act entitled an Act to incorporata tbe 
itubdcribers to tbe Bank of the United Sutes 
approved April 10,1816.'' 


Mr. Tyler after having argued at some 
length, to show that Congress bad no power 
to charter a Bank, said: 


••There remains now but one branch of in- 
quiry with those who do not think the crea 
tion of tbis corporation an 
unconstitutional 
act viz: It is expedient to direct a icire fa- 
cia»^ or, in other words, to put down tbis cor- 
poration? 
I contend that 
it is for one, I 
enter my protest against the banking system 
as conducted in this country—a system not 
to be supported by any correct principles ot 
political 
economy; a gross delusion, 
the 
dream of a visionary—a system which has 
done more to corrupt the morals of a society 
than any thing else; which has introduced a 
struggle/or wealth, instead of that honorable 
struggle which governs the actions of a pa- 
triot, and makes ambition virtue; which has 
made the husbandman spurn his cottage, and 
introduce a spirit at variance with the siin« 
plicity of our institutmns. 
1 call upon the 
warm advocates of banking now lo surrender 
their errors. 
Shall I take them by the hand, 
and lead them through our cities? Bankrupt- 
cy meets us at every step; ruin stares us 
everv where in tbe face. 
Shall I be told ol 
the benefits arising to commerce from the 
contraction of capital? 
Away with the delu- 
sion. 
Experience has exposed its fallacy. 
True, for a moment, il has operated as a sti 
mulus; but. like ardent tipirit, it has produ- 
ced activity and energy but for a moment: 
relaxation has followed, and the torpor of 
death has ensued. When you first open your 
bank, much bussle ensues: a factious god- 
dess, pretending to be wealth, slands at the 
door, inviting all to enter and receive accom- 
modation; splendid palaces arise; the ocean 
is covered with sail::; but some alteration 
in the state uf the currency takes place; and 
when the thoughtless adventurer,seated in the 
niidbi ofhis family, in the imaginary enjoy- 
ment of permanent security, sketches out to 
himself long s^nd hfilcyon days, his prospects 
are overshadowed, and misery, ruin, and 
bankruptcy make their appearance in the 
form ul bank curtailment. 
If tbis be true, 
and I appeal lo the knowledge of all men for 
its truth, 1 demand to know if you can put 
down the system too soon. Can wo too soon 
escape the dangers with which we are sur- 
rounded? 
I know I «hall be told that, even 
if we put down this bank, the State banks 
will exist. 
Even if true, the position is not 
a justifiable one. 
If the State Legislature 
du not follow the example which we set them 
we shall have acquitted ourselves oi our du- 
ty. 
It is »11 that can be asked of us. 
But, 
sir, we actually possess the lever of Archi- 
mides, and have a foot of ground on which to 
rest il. 
Our revenue amounts to upwards of 
$20,000,000 annually. 
Require a fourtli, 
or even a sixth, to be paid in gold and ^lilver 
—what would be the effect? 
The merchant 
would collect the notes of banks, und demand 
specie for them; and thus a tetit would be a- 
dopted by means of whitH to ascertain tbe 
solvency of each institution. 
Tbe demand 
of specie thus produced would have the be- 
nificial effect of iiitroducing more of it into 
the country^ f^r money is like every other 
article, a n i will find its way to the market 
where u is most wanting. The system might 
be fularged gradually 
until your 
wishes 
should be consumma'ed. 1 know the ground 
1 occupy when I urge the considerations 
upon you. 
A man regardful alone of the 
fletiliug and ephemeral popularity of the hour 
would hesitate impressiog them upon you. 
But I should not hold myself entitled to your 
countenance, Mr. Chairman—to the counte- 
nance of honest men—or. what is still more 
important, the approbation of my conscience 
if 1 could be operated on by such motives or 
fears. 
Pardon roe for still further extending 
this inquiry. 
There are three parties inter 
ested io the question which wo are calU-d on 
to decide: the stockholder, the debtor, and 
the Government. 
1 contend that it is to the 
interest of tho honest stockholders to put 
down this bank." 


It will be thus seen that Mr. Tyler in 1819 
was a strong Ami Bank man, and bis recent 
address does not intimate that he has chan- 
ged his former views, although he carefully 
avoids mentioning Bank once. The reader 
will observe that the ground was not suffi- 
ciently taken in those days, that it was un- 
constitutional to charter a bank; but, it was 
holdiy avotoed, that Congress had the power 
to repeal tbe charter, and the principles con 
tained in tbo speech, are the most u/fra, An- 
ti Bank we have ever read; and if Mr. Ben- 
ton, or any other Democrat, should now ad- 
vocate them in the Senate, the fede ral party 
would resound witb tbo cry of Locofocoism 
Fanny Wright, Agrarianism &c. 


In addition to the above extract from Mr. 
Tyler's speech, we copy from an 
article in 
tbe Globe the following; which sets forth the 
position heretofore taken by him in regard 
to other matters of national

How far tbe President

be observed that tbe two moat important of 
these amendments, that of repeal and taxa 
tion, were both worded as 
declarations of 
existing r^hts in Congress io make the re 
peal, and in (he State« to lay tbe laxe«,— 
These votes become of incredible moment 
now, and (be more so «« General Harrison, 
in 1819, gave votes of the «ame character 
to wit: one in favor of the issuance of asctre 
facias to vacate the charter, and tbe other in 
favor of Mr. Johnson's (of Virginia) to re- 
peal the 
charter outright by an act 
of 
Congress. 
Mr. Tyler was not only against 
the bank on constitutional grounds, but also 
for its crimes and offences—its corruptions, 
frauds and oppressions—and made 
against 
it 1819, one of the most decided speeches of 
the day, under every aspect in which it could 
be viewed. 
This speech may be seen in 
the National Intelligencer of April 6, 1819, 
We have recently published extracts from it, 
and mean to republish it entire, both for its 
valuable facts and sound doctrines. 


2. The protective tariff was another of the 
great quesrions which divided parties in tbe 
United States. 
On this point itisunneces- 
sary to quote votes or speeches or to refer 
to instances. 
Mr. Tyler was ultra in his 
opposition to such a tariff, both on grounds 
of expediency and 
constitutionality. 
He 
went beyond the body of the Democratic 
party in his opposition, and even drew upon 
himself the charge of nullification. 


3. On internal improvement he went the 
whole with the Democratic party and far be- 
yond them. 
H e went with Jackson against 
the Maysville road bil!;^nd he went beyond 
him in opposition to other branches of inter- 
nal improvement by the Federal Government 
lo wit: roads in the Terrhories—improve- 
ment o( tbe Ohio, Mississipi, and other great 
rivers—lake harbors, etc. 
The votes on 
these heads are too numerous to be repeall- 
ed, and turned on constitutional grounds. 


4. Clay's La^id bill. 
Of this Mr. 
T . 
was a steady and consistent opponent from 
the beginning and on constitutional grounds. 
He went with the body 
of the democratic 
party in resisting this bill, and beyond them 
in resisting pre emption bills and graduation 
bills, and grants of land for State purposes. 


5. On Abolitionism he went beyond his 
party. 
His votes and Speeches, on the re- 
ception of Abolition petitions is full of proof 
of this, and will show him to have been 
tVmongst the foremost and 
determined in 
denouncing and opposing that whole party.

A N E W C O U R T H O U S E . 


A variety of opinions are entertained with 
regard 
to the size and style of tbe new 
Court House, which it is contemplated to 
erect in this town. 
Some are of the opinion 
that a small 7 by 9 should be stuck up "just 
to do for the present," without any reference 
to the further wants of the county. 
It ap- 
pears to us however, that this narrow-con- 
tracted policy will never take with a majority 
of our people. 
If we are not able to erect 
such a building as will be an honor to the 
county—one that those who come after us, 
as well as ourselves, will have reason to be 
proud of, let it be postponed. 
Much as a 
house is needed, it would be better to defer 
its erection for ten years than to throw away 
money on a fourpence-ha'penny concern, that 
every man in the county would be ashamed 
to point out to a stranger. 
It is a mat'.er that 
interests every citizen, and it is one for which 
all are not willing but wish to contribute lib- 
erally. 
There is nothing that impresses a 
strangersofavorably with a place as to see pub 
lie buildings constructed on a liberal scale- 
It has been remarked that by them the charac- 
ter of a people may, to some extent, be judg- 
ed; and the remark is, beyond doubt, meas- 
urably correct. 
What kind of an estimate, 
then, would a traveller put upon the charac- 
ter of our county, if we should erect a thing 
some 30 by 40 feet, that would barely answer 
to hold courts in for a few years. 
Why, we 
have seen a substantial Dutch farmer's brick 
smoke bouse almost as large as that. 
We 
want a jail as well as a Court House, and 
the best' and most economical method, is, 
beyond doubt, to build a substantial stone 
basement, that shall contain the jail rooms, 
tbey can be constructed there more securely 
and at a less expense, than in a seperaate 
building. 


W^e have merely thrown out these hints 
witb a view of calling public attention to the 
subject, and of eliciting
